The appropriation incorporated in the sundry 
appropriation bill for the payment of $72,000 to 
the state of Georgia, for mouey advanced by that 
state-for the prosecution of the Cherokee and 
Seminole wars in 1835 and -1838, is, after all, des- 
tined to remain in the United States treasury.
